RADIO DEDICATION 


WBGO— The FM radio station of Newark Public Schools 
went on the air February 5 at inaugural ceremonies at 
Central High School. The station which is owned and 
operated by the Board of Education and which is under 
the direction of Mr. William Pfeiffer is the first of its kind 
in the state. 


Prominent leaders in education attended the opening 
program. Dr. John W. Studebaker, United States Com- 
missioner of Education praised the Newark Board of 
Education for establishing the station. He stressed the 
importance of radio in education, declaring: 


"|t brings the outside world right into the classroom. 
It destroys the monastical ivory-tower, where the teacher, 
possessing and pictures alone, once tried violently to 
stimulate interest and relate the daily lesson to real life." 


State Education Commissioner John H. Bosshart cited 
the value of a school radio station. “Through the medium 
of radio, ''Bosshart said, "better public relations can be 
created by bringing the public schools and the citizens 
of the community closer together. 


“ 


John S. Heron, Superintendent of Schools introduced 
the guests. Mayor Vincent J. Murphy and Dr. John B. 
Przybylowicz presented official greetings after Rev. John 
Ner Borton of St. Mark's Episcopalian church offered the 
invocation. 


A documentary broadcast of WBGO which was enacted 
in the studios previous to the broadcast, was presented 
in transcription. The Newark Schools Faculty Orchestra 
and WBGO chorus presented musical selections. 


Other speakers were Public Safety Director John B. 
Keenan, Rev. Thomas Gilhooly of Seton Hall College, 
Stanton A. Ralston, Principal of Central, and Board of 
Education members: Mrs. Benjamin W. Adams, Mrs. 
Edward F. Fitzpatrick, William E. Helmstaedter, Wm. E. 
Ricigliano, and Herbert H, Tate. 


BASKETBALL 1947-1948 


HE basketball season of 1947-48 was not very good for a usually 
strong Central combine. The first half season was fairly good 
with the exception of a few games. LeRoy Smith, our All-State 
Center, led the way as usual. We won our first game beating a strong 
Barringer club, 59-41, with Smith leading the way with 16 points. 
We lost our following game with Thomas Jefferson (which is a 
powerhouse team) 44-51. We had a few bumps ourselves during 
the season, such as losing to Bloomfield 28-33, and Columbia, 
35-42, two teams which did not have much on the ball. We gave 
Orange a good game for 3 quarters, but lost out in the end by a 
35-48 score. They also are a powerhouse team. 
We beat Kearny in the New Brunswick Tournament, 51-38, 
and were supposed to play Vineland for the trophy, but this contest 
was called off on account of the weather. 


With the graduation of Smith, Central lost four straight; we 
also lost to East Side, which cost us a tie with Weequahic for the 
City Title. We had beaten Weequahic 49-45 the first time we 
played them in a polio fund game, but lost to them the second time 
49-69. We upset a strong Barringer team to hold second place. 
We lost to Orange again in the County Tournament 34-42 in the 
first round. 


In the State Tournament, we beat Kearny again 59-42, and 
our team looked like a bunch of pros. Everybody thought Central 
had at last found itself and was going to do something, but again 
our Nemesis, Orange, shellacked us 20-54, and knocked us out of 
the tournament. 


After the season ended, Central was very surprised when our 
coach, Henry P. Finck, resigned. 


HENRY P. FINCK

A 'PLANNED' CHAMPIONSHIP 
A former South Side High Star and Savage 


graduate, Finck appeared at Central during — — 


the 1934-44 school year. He had coached Our 
Lady of the Valley in Orange to the Catholic 
School Athletic Association Class C champion- 
ship the preceding season. His first Central 
team lost in the sectional final of the state 
tournament, but the 1944-45 squad won the 
sectional title before being eliminated in the 
state semifinals. In 1946 Central lost oniy in 
the final game against Thomas Jefferson. Last 
year it tumbled Union Hill for the big crown. 

However, for the last three years Finck has 
been commuting to his coaching chores. He 
was a wartime appointee at Central from Sep- 
tember, 1943, to June, 1945. The return of 
service personnel forced his return to Alexander 
Street School during regular classroom hours. 
He was all but given the West Side coaching 
job this Winter, but Newark school authorities 
finally deemed it inadvisable to "steal'" one 
school's successful coach for another, so Henry 
stayed at Central. 

Finck's overall record in coaching Central 
basketball included 84 victories and 34 defeats 
and reached its climax when his team won 
the State Group IV championship last Winter. 
LeRoy Smith, now an LIU freshman, was the 
star of that brigade and shared with Ed Stickel, 
now at Syracuse, the distinction of being Finck's 
top performers in five years. 

At present there are no vacancies in the 
prisa education department in the Newark 

igh school system, so it looks as if the astute 
Mr. Finck will have to bide his time. 

Newark schoolboys will be minus a good 
basketball coach, too. The strain of jumpin 
from one school to another for the switc 
from teaching to coaching, a complication ab- 
sent from most other local mentors' agendum, 
is not for Henry any more.
